It is generally

that excess profit in

and incertain luxuries will be heavily 
taxed. 
What will be done about In- 
creasing the inheritance tax, however, 
still is problematic. 
Opposition to in- 
crease because of 
interference

state Inheritance tax laws is expected, 
but is not believed to be strong enough 
to prevent an increase in the inheri- 
tance tax.

Arras is approximately ten miles in 
length and lies directly north of the 
field of the retreat which the Germans 
have been conducting for the past sev- 
eral weeks. The fact that the line has 
been penetrated by the British all 
along this wide front indicates that 
the movement there is a general offen- 
sive. 
That it is proving a successful 
drive is indicated by the statement 
that "satisfactory progress" Is being 
made at all points. 
An entire new 
phase of operations on the western 
front is opened up in this battle on the 
Lens-Arras line. 
The field of attack 
represents the greatest danger point 
for the Germans, as in the recent fight 
a sharp salient was driven into the 
German line southeast of Arras. 


In the Lens region into which the 
British are driving is a rich cpal field 
which the Germans have been exploit- 
ing since their occupation of this ter- 
ritory early in the war. 


The opening of the new offensive 
had been foreshadowed in the intense 
aerial activity of the past two or three 
days in which hundreds of aei-oplanes 
have been engaged on both sides. This 
work, as British reports have shown, 
has given General Haig's staff photo- 
graphic reproductions of the German 
positions for long distances behind the 
fighting 
line. 
Further south the Brit- 
ish have continued their progress in 
the field of German retreat. 
The ad- 
vance reported at Hermles and Bour- 
sies was particularly important. Bour- 
sies is directly on the road from Ba- 
paume to Cambrai, about eight miles 
from the latter place.

enters iiito a state of war with 
Germany's newest enemy will be 
decided entirely by circumstances. 


The diplomatic history of civiliza- 
tion and the precedents of centuries 
show a state of A^ar invariably follows 
a break in diplomatic relation be- 
tween powers. 
Quite aside from this, 
however, Austria has subscribed, even 
if 
only 
academicr.lly, 
to 
German's 
campaign of ruthlessness although she 
has not carried it out against Ameri- 
can interests. 


Besides that 
it 
is 
considered it 
would be quite 
Impossible 
to have 
abroad in the 
United 
States on a 
friendly status 
the 
diplomatic and 
consular agents of Germany's ally. 


Have Been Anti-American. 


Anti-American 
propaganda, con- 
ducted by Austrian agents under Ger- 
man direction, has been no less ofïen- 
sive and scarcely less effective than 
the 
German 
propaganda 
itself. A 
clean break between the United States 
and Austria was some time ago recog- 
nized as the logical development. 
It 
is quite possible, however, that there 
may not be warlike operations be- 
tween the forces of the two govern- 
ments unless Germany carrying fur- 
ther her domination • of the Vienna 
government, should force it. 


Charge Grew, at Vienna, also will 
turn over to Spain British and Japa- 
nese interests which this country has 
looked after since the beginning of 
the war^ 
Italian, French and Ru- 
manian interests in Austria-Hungary 
previously looked after by the United 
States, were ordered turned over to 
the Swiss minister. 
American ambas- 
sadors, ministers and consular offi- 
cials In France, Great Britain, Russia, 
Serbia, Japan, Greece, Morocco and 
Egypt will stand ready to turn over 
Austrian 'interests which the United 
States has represented since thé be- 
ginning of the war to whatever na- 
tion the Austria foreign office shall 
indicate. 


CcascK Care of Prlspuora. , 


The United State«, by breaking rela- 
tions, is l'èleased of the care of prob- 
ably 2,000,000 w^^r prisoneis. In Rus- 
sia alone it is estimated that 1,250,- 
000 Austrian 
prisoners 
were under 
American protection, with a consider- 
able number in France ulso. In Ams- 
tria the United States had, cared^ for 
all til« lUllan 'and Rumanian prlB- 


oners.

About 
200I native Aihericf^ ar« 
thought to be

Hungary, with perhaps another 1,800 
naturalized AustcorAmericans,

country of their birth. 
Officials here 
expect no difficulties to.be placed be- 
fore Americans in Austria and tjiat 
all tlie American embassy officials will 
be pernriitted to leave withQut restraint 
or inconvenience, owing to the decid- 
edly friendly feeling that Austria haa 
shown despite German pressure. 


Safe Conduct for AJl. 


Austria has in this country about 
fifty consular officers in addition to 
ber regular embassy staff, not include 
ing clerks, attaches and families. Safe 
conduct for all will be arranged at 
once and it is possible that the Aus- 
trians dismissed at this time may join 
the German officials dismissed from 
Cuba in order to journey by the same 
route. 
Officials here deeply regretting 
the necessity which has driven Austria 
to the step she has taHen ai-e neverUie- 
less gratified in the way it has come 
about and that the United States was 
not responsible for it. As with the 
recognition of a state of war with Ger- 
many officials point out that the situa- 
tion was provoked by the other side 
and not by the United States. 


l»i"«pafed for the Break. 


Officials here and in Vienna have 
been prepared ever since February 3 
for the present situation. At that time 
American officials in Austria were in- 
structed by the American state depart- 
ment to be ready to leave at any mo- 
ment and the same is thought true of 
Austrian officials here. 


It is understood that while many of 
the Austrians w^ill return home, prob- 
ably on a Dutch ship, some may be 
sent to points in South and Central 
America. 
One or two probably will be 
sent to Mexico. 


Minister Ekengren, of Sweden, who 
probably will take over the affairs of 
the embassy, denied himself to callers 
after the Austrian charge demanded 
his passports. • Before that, however, 
he said, when asked whether lus gov- 
ernment had instructed him to take 
over the Austrian interests that it was 
a matter he "could" not discuss for 
publication." 


Due to German Influence. 


Austria's severance of relations will 
cut off all communication with Sofia 
and Constantinople as the Greek cable 
to the latter city, the only route except 
via Vienna has just been cut. 
Austria's 
action is attributed entirely to German 
influence as ofCicials have 
received 
every indication that the dual mon- 
archy did not wish a break when the 
United States severed relations with 
Germany. Austria then expressed gra- 
titude that the United States liberally 
interpreted her formal endorsement of 
the Gernian policy as largely academic 
because of her not operating 
near 
American shipping. 


The Austro-Hungarian 
government 
maintains twenty-three consuls in the 
United States, all of 
which will be 
closed. 


Between 200 and 300 Austrian offi- 
cials, their families and servants will 
be required to leave the United States 
as a result of the break. The ship on 
which they sail probably will put into 
Halifax for examination by the Brit- 
ish authorities, as was done with the 
PYederick VIII., carrying the dismiss- 
ed German 
ambarssador 
Count von 
Bernstorff and his party. 


Ambas.sador in Switzerland. 


The safe arrival of Ambassador and 
Mrs. Penfleld at Zurich, Switzerland, 
with three members of the embassy 
staff, was reported today to the de- 
partment. 
The last direct 
dispatch 
from Vienna v,-as received yesterday, 
having been sent Saturday, and that 
up to that time Austria had not taken 
action. Jo.seph C. Grew, formerly sec- 
retary at Berlin, is acting as charge 
in Vienna, aided by four assistant sec- 
retaries. 
Bulgaria and Turkey have 
not as yet given any indication of their 
probable attitude, and officials ex- 
press considerable doubt as to just 
what it will be. Neither formally has 
endorsed Germany's submarine stand, 
nor has submarines that would oper- 
ate near American shipping.

Decisive Action Assured. 


In official circles no doubt is ex- 
pressed that the government will act 
decisively in accordance with its warn- 
ing to 
Germany 
when unrestricted 
warfare was declared. 
In this con- 
nection 
the wording of a telegram 
sent by Dr. Muller to the Brazilian 
legation in Berlin on Feb, 13, is re- 
called. The telegram said: 


"We will consider it essential to the 
maintenance of friendly relations that 
no Brazilian ship be attacked on the 
sea under any pretext, even that of car- 
rying contraband of war, as the bel- 
ligerent nation^ h£|.ve arbitrarily put 
everything into that category." 


An indication that Germany may 
deny that the Parana was the victim 
of a German submarine is shown in 
statements appearing in the newspa- 
pers here and attributed to German 
diplomatic 
officials. 
According 
to 
these statements the Parana probably 
struck a French or English 
mine, 
as it is contended, 
it is improbable 
that a German submarine woiild have 
been able to operate so close to Havre. 
The German minister is quoted as as- 
serting that tiie testimony of the com- 
mander of the Parana is open to sus- 
picion because he is a Portuguese. 


N^iÄfspapers Demand War. 


There is little disposition here to 
take these statements seriously and 
the newspapers continue to demand 
energetic action, a breach of diplo- 
matic relations at the least. 


Some of the 
papers 
express im- 
patience at the slowness of the chan- 
cellory to take action. The Gazette de 
Noticias says: 
"There is no reason to 
hesitate. 
Brazil is at war with Ger- 
many and the government ought to 
recognize that stuation. 
The Brazil- 
ian nation should be represented in 
the tribunal which shall judge the 
crimes of Germany." 


The Jornal do Brazil demands an 
immediate breach of relations and the 
turning over of Brazilian interests in 
Germany to Switzerland. 
The Corrio 
de Manha says that the tie for diplo- 
matic temporizings is past and that 
no satisfaction can be accepted from 
Germany 
less than immediate sus- 
pension of the submarine campaign. 
The paper expresses astonishment that 
the Brazilian government has not yet 
made any move and demands imme- 
diate action.

Disliked Publicity. 


From the time 
that he entered 
President Cleveland's cabinet as attor- 
ney general, the coming secretary of 
state two years later, no man had been 
sought out more consistently by news- 
paper men for his opinion on current 
events and none probably furnished 
the reporters with less "copy." Al- 
ways kindly and courteous in private, 
he had an aversion for newspaper no- 
toriety and it was very i-arely that he 
would permit himself to be quoted In 
the press. When in 1896 he was awak- 
ened by the telephone a little after 
midnight to be told that the democratic 
national convention had before it a 
proposition-to nominate him for pres- 
ident, the only comment elicited from 
the man who was being "boomed" £u» 
the nian w^ho had "twisted the lion's 
tail." "that is was an extraordinarily 
early hour at which to disturb a man's 
slumbers." 


Life of Richard Olney. 


Richard Olney served successively as 
attorney general and secretary of state 
during the administration of Presi- 
dent Cleveland, and althougii at the 
head of the state depai-tment for the 
short pei'iod of one year and nine 
months only, he won reputation as a 
statesman of commanding ability and 
force. 
His greatest triumph was his 
successful insistence upon arbitration 
of the boundary dispute between Great 
Britain and Venezuela. ' 


Imperturbably 
disregarding 
the 
warnings that a rigid maintenance of 
the Monroe Doctrine might plunge the 
United States intft war with Oreat Brit- 
ain, President Cleveland and Secre- 
tary Olney carried out their own ideas 
of diplomacy. In his famous message, 
sent through AmbassnHdor Bayard to 
Lord SaUshur5% British 
secretary of 
state 
for 
foreign 
affairs, 
air. 
Olney, 
promising 
-the 
Inalien- 
aUle 
light 
of 
the 
United 
Statoa to Inter yep« In question« af* 


fectlng the territorial 
integrity of 
South 
American 
countries, 
said in 
part: 


"Great 
Britain 
both 
admits 
that 
there is a controversy and that arbi- 
tration should be i-esorted to for its 
adjustment. 
But while up to that 
point her attitude leaves nothing to 
be desired, its practical effect is com- 
pletely nullified by her insistence that 
the submission shall cover but a part 
of the controversy; that as a condition 
of arbitrating her right to a part of 
the disputed territory, the remainder 
shall be turned ovei- to lier. 
Upon 
what principle—except her feebleness 
as a nation—is Venezuela to be denied 
the right of having the claim heard 
and passed upon by an impartial tri- 
bunal? 'It is so because I will it to be 
so,' seems to be the only justification 
Great Britain offers." 


Salisbury Yield.s. 


Although Lord Salisourj- at first re- 
fused to submit to the American de- 
mand, upon 
further repre.sentations 
he receded 
from his attitude and 
agreed to the arbitration of the entire 
dispute. 


Mr. Olney's firmness previously had 
become familiar to the American pub- 
lic through his action in the great Chi- 
cago railroad strike and subsequent 
riots, when as attorney genei-al he up- 
held the right and duty of the govern- 
ment to employ troops to crush the 
disorder. 


In refutation of «Tiarges that this 
attitude Indicated his hostility to labor 
unions, Mr. Olney, In a special brief 
filed in a federal court in Pennsylva- 
nia In the case of a railroad trainmen's 
strike on the Reading railroad, only 
five months after the end of the Chi- 
cago strike, upheld the right of labor 
to organize and urged that all labor 
troubles should be arbitrated. 


Native of Massiichusettvs. 


Mr. Olney was born In Oxford, Mass., 
in 1835. His father was a textile man- 
ufacturer and banker. 
In the years 
following his graduation from the Har- 
vard law school in 1858, Mr. Olney 
won high distinction in his profession 
and became an authority on matters 
of probate, trust and coporatlon law. 
His sole appearance in public office be- 
fore going to Washington was in 1875, 
when he served one term in the Massa- 
chusetts house of representatives. 


When, in 1904, he permitted the 
presentation of hia name at the demo- 
cratic national convention as a. candi- 
date for the presidential nomination, 
he received 38 votes, including the 
solid support of the Massachusetts 
delegation. 
President Wilson 
urged 
him to accept the appointment as am- 
bassador to Great Britain and later of- 
fered him the position of governor of 
the federal reserve board, but in each 
instance Mr. Olney declined. 


His public utterances always com- 
manded thoughtful attention and at- 
tracted 
widespread qomment. 
Long 
after hia retirement from his compara- 
tively brief career in public office, Mr. 
Olney's counsels were eagerly sought 
by members of thé democratic party.

ThroughtoTit the world the people of America have the repute 
of a nation of wasters. The extent to wliicliMve are Avanting in the 
practice of the commonest of domestic economies has long been the 
subject of the amazed comment of European observers of American 
life. This indictment of our habits of wasting is unfortunately too 
true. We cannot deny it. The edible food that goes from the Ameri- 
can table to the American garbage can would almost feed hungry 
"Europe today. 


We have come now upon events that are to teach us the virtue of 
sas.wg—the stern necessity of economy. With the nation entering 
upon war, we arc confronted with the most calimitous prospect of 
pool crops the people of this country ever have faved. 
Already 
there is a shortage of food- in this land that never has known any- 
thing but riotous abundance. The agricultural department's forecast 
of the winter wheat crop predict's a shortage of fifty milfions of 
bushels below last year's subnormal crop. That itself would be a 
gloomy outlook if this country were at pUce aijid had only itself to 
take care of. But upon America now falls responsibility for assist- 
ing the nations upon Avhose side she fights in the war. "Without food 
for ourselves and them the war must ineviltably issue in disaster. 


Twin duties devolve upon the people of America. 
They must 
save food and they must raise food. It is not in human power to 
make the winter wheat crop larger than nature has decreed it shall 
be. Natural conditions during the winter just passed vetoed the 
effort of American farmers to produce a great crop by a greater 
acreage. 
We must supplement the wheat with other foodstuffs. 
Every farmer can give more acreage and better attention to other 
food crops. 
Every town and city dweller who has a yard large 
enough to afford a plot for the cultivation of vegetables can produce 
fiomething that will help. None should fail "to do his bit" in this 
way. Millions of home gardens will mean a vast aggregate of food- 
stuffs to add to the customary production upon which we depend. 


Every housewife in the land can also "do her bit," and more by 
setting herself to the task of rigid economy. Make au end of extrava- 
gance on the table. 
That will conserve both supplies and health. 
Make an end of waste in the kitchen. That will show results at once 
in the domestic pockctbook. Of plain food there will be plenty for 
. all if extravagance and waste are made an end of. 


Everybody in the land owes the readiest and heartiest co-opera- 
tion with the nation-wide movement to conserve food supplies. It 
has become as clearly a duty of patriotism to aid the nation in this 
Vay as to uphold the nation with the strength of arms. 


Baise food—save food. 


The Nation's Call 


The nation calls for enlistments. 
The young men of America 
are needed in their country's service. It no longer makes a differ- 
ence in what wise you have viewed war. We are at war. There is 
but the one duty for all. America must be asserted. The government 
must be upheld. Some can do it in one waj' and some in another. The 
young, strong and able-bodied are needed in the defensive arms of 
the government. The navy needs men, the army needs men, the ma- 
rinò corps needs men, the state guards need men. There are special 
branches of the service—the signal corps, the aviation corps, the 
medical corps, the ambulance corps—that equally need men. 


There is some place where every able-bodied man can serve. 
Just now the lighting branches of the service are most in need of men. 
Fort Wayne has done well, is doing well, in the matter of enlistments, 
feut much better may be done and ought to be done.

Democracy Is based on service. 
Democratic institutions depend for 
their very existence on the willingness 
and abiUty 
of each 
and 
every man, 
woman and child in the land in some 
fashion to serve the common good. 


£)emocracy Is based on Universal 
Service. 


What kind of service is demanded of 
men and women who live under demo- 
cratic institutions? 
In time of peace, 
democracy demands on the part of 
each individual an intelligent interest 
in civic and national affairs and a con- 
scientious attention to the conduct of 
the people's representatives who con- 
stitute the government; it demands 
knowledge of conditions, understand- 
ing of the nation's institutions, and pa- 
triotic devotion in the conservation of 
those institutions. 
It demands these 
qualities not merely of our high-mind- 
ed and high-Spirited men and women 
who volunteer to protect democracy 
from foes within, but of all! Inasmuch 
as only a few respond to this demand, 
inasmuch as the majority remain sel- 
fish and uninformed slackers, democ- 
racy again and again goes down to de- 
feat before special privilege and cor- 
rupt politicians. Ift peace, democracy, 
to be even remotely successful, de- 
mands universal service In citizenship. 
A wise nation demands more. 
It de- 
mands universal tralnlngr and service 
in citizenship. 


A democracy that Is a true democ- 
racy 
self-respecting, 
vigorous 
and 
pledged to high principles, will, at 
times, inevitably find Itself in a posi- 
tion in regard to a foreign nation when 
it must either flght or lose Its self- 
respect. 
Now and again, as at the 
present hour, the nation's very exist- 
ence as a democracy may be threat- 
ened. 
Democracy has Its foes within 
and its foes without. 
Democracy 
meets and defeats its foes f^om within 
by means of an alert and conscien- 
tious army of citizens whose weapons 
are the tongue, the pen and the ballot. 
Democracy meets and defeats its foes 


from without by means of an army 
made up of those same citizens, armed 
with guns. 
We know what happens 
in democracy's battle against corrup- 
tion within, when 
a 
minority 
only 
takes an interest in good government 
and the rest remain Indifferent. 
Cor- 
ruption wins. 
In 
the 
case 
of 
war 
against a foreign power, is the result 
likely to- be different if we depend only 
on'the high-spirited but untrained few 
who volunteer? 


In the centuries preceding the Amer- 
ican Revolution, kings and nobles con- 
trolled the government of most of the 
nations 
of 
the 
world. 
The people 
themselves had very little to say. 
The 
nation was, more or less, the king's 
preserve, and the army was his private 
property, bought and paid for. 
We 
have gone beyond that notion of gov- 
ernment and we have gone beyond 
that notion of an army. We have very 
few pleasant things to say about the 
Hessians, for Instance, and George the 
Third's Britishers do not shine any the 
brighter for having bought some ship- 
loads of unhappy German boys to do 
their fighting for them. 
In our hearts, 
we know, though in our minds we may 
not admit» that if government shall be 
by all the people, then the defense of 
government must be by all the people 
likewise. 


In a democracy, logic arid consist- 
ency demand universal military ser- 
vice. 
Intelligence, 
prudence 
and a 
study of the experience not only of our 
own nation, but of all other nations 
which have been forced to plunge Into 
War unprepared, demand, furthermore, 
that that sei-vice be preceded by thor- 
ough training in time of peace. 
An 
untrained soldier under modern con- 
ditions of war, Is nothing more useful 
than a carnivorous target, and he is 
less, expensive dead than alive. 


The logic Is clear: 
If we believe In 
democracy. If we believe In govern- 
ment by the people and believe suffi- 
ciently In government by the people 
to be willing to fight for It against the 


imposition of a foreign will, then we 
must believe likewise in "a citizenry 
trained and accustomed to arms." But 
"citizenry" does not mean only Jack 
and 
Dave 
and 
Isidor. 
"Citizem-y" 
means everybody. And since there are 
slackers even in the U. S. A. that 
means a friendly, but resolute "You 
must." 
It means universal military 
service, compulsory 
on 
all who are 
physically fit to be their country's de- 
fenders.

H e w a s t h e first lieutenant and

ington, in 1787. 


Jones w a s 28 years of age when he 
enlisted in the American navy in 1775. 
H e was t h e first naval officer to hoist 
the American naval flag under a salute 
of thirteen guns. 


At the beginning of the revolution 
Jones took part in small naval 
en- 
counters with British ships. 
Liate in 
1777? when sent into English waters 
as c o m m a n d e r of the Ranger, 
Jones 
sank several eneriiy ships by 
daring 
night raids under the enemy's guns. 


Jones showed his real merit when, 
as c o m m a n d e r 
of

Richard, he 
fought the Serapis, late in 1779, off 
Flammorough, Gngland.

was one of the finest frigates in the 
English navy and more powerful t h a n 
the Richard, which had been refitted 
for naval service.

Petrograd, April 8.— (Via London, 
Api-ll 9.)—Premier LyofC, commenting 
on America's entrance into the war to 
a 
correspondent 
of 
the Associated 
Press, termed it an event whose im- 
portance it was impossible to exagger- 
ate. 
News of the final action of con- 
gi-ess reached Petrograd last midnight 
in a telegram to the American embassy 
and was formally communicated to the 
foreign office and the entente embas- 
Bies today by Ambassador Francis. 


As far as the Russian public is con- 
cerned American has been regarded as 
having declared 
war 
a 
week 
ago. 
president Wilson's address 
was 
ac- 
cepted as equivalent to a declaration 
of war and 
was 
so inter]n eted and 
commented upon hy the newspapers. 
!rhe day by day congres.sional develop- 
tnents were treated as a further ratifi- 
cation of an accomplished fact and 
po the final announcement came as an 
anti-climax. 
There has been no dem- 
onstration of any sort in connection 
with the action of America with the 
exception of a visit paid to the various 
embassies of the allied powers, includ- 
ing the American, by a snuiil detach- 
ment of Cossacks. 
One editorial in 
today's press was devoted to America 
but matters were more nearly touch- 
ing Rus.sia life 
l:a\-e 
overshadowed 
American news in the papers. 


Messago to America. 


Premier Lyoff received the Associ- 
ated Press correspondent while waiting 
for the convening of the council of 
rnini.sters and asked him to transmit 
the following message to the American 
people: 
"The news of the entry of the 
United States into the war. in defense 
of principles common to all free peo- 
ples, was received by me personally 
and hy the Russian nation with the 
livliest satisfaction, pride and 
hope. 
"We interpret it as foreshadowing full 
snd solid action with allies and as re- 
moving the last doubts as to victory. 
It is impossible to exaggerate its im- 
portance, either from the military or 
political standpoint. 


"Considered 
from 
the 
military 
standpoint, 1 am convinced that it will 
materially hasten the final triumph of 
the allies, from a political standpoint 
it guarantees a satisfactory and last- 
ing solution of the world 
problems 
which will arise for settlement when 
the hour of peace negotiations .strike.s. 


"Its 
moral 
significance 
is 
tre- 
mendous. 
Coming 
after 
the magic 
transformation of 
Russia 
from an 
Asiatic despotism to an ultra-progres- 
Bive democracy, it emphasized the al- 
ready 
observed 
fact 
that 
all 
the 
world's great free nations feel and 
think in 
common 
on international 
problems. 


Glad to I'iglit Side l)y Side. 


"We look forward to the prospect 
of fighting side by side with America 
with confidence. 
All the more so be- 
cause our domestic situation is rapid- 
ly improving. 
Even' day difficulties 
that seemed insuperable are being sui-- 
mounted, excellent order is being kept 
and our newly emancipated population 
which Is entirely free from external 
i-estrictions and complications, shows 
an unexampled capacity for self-dis- 
cipline. 


The revolution is still under way and 
the flux is proceeding, but already the 
revolution's final contours are begin- 
ning to show themselves and 
what 
we see of the future points toward na- 
tional solidarity and harmony, factors 
which guarantee an efficient and en- 
thusiastic conduct of the war. 
Rus- 
sia, though free, mu.st fight in de- 
fense of her freedom. 
America's ap- 
pearance as the latest and most pow- 
erful champion of the world's liberties 
terefore also a potent pledge of our 
Country's l egeneration." 


1 MIFF 11 HELP 


Persons Unfriendly to Unit- 
ed States Are to Be 
Apprehended. 


Sheriff George W. Gillie has receiv- 
ed word from Mark Storm, 
United 
States Marshall, of Indianapolis, urg- 
ing him to co-operate in "furnishing 
all possible aid in detecting of persons 
whose disposition is unfriendly to the 
United States, or who are about to en- 
gage in plots against the peace and 
security of the government." 


The statement also urges that every 
available precaution be taken to guard 
against acts hostile to the interest and 
welfare of the people and government, 
and to this end that all possible loyal 
instrumentalities now in existence be 
used to secure general and 
constant 
vigilance in detecting and 
thwarting 
hostile and unfriendly acts. 
In the 
message there is also expressed a cau- 
tion that no unnece.ssary arrests 
be 
made or that the foreign element be 
stirred to believe that unfair treatment 
would be accorded them because they 
are of foreign extraction.

M i l LAWS UPHELD 
y SUPREME COÜRT 


Washington, April 9.—Oregon's law 
fixing minimum wages for women, the 
Prst compulsory minimum wage stat- 
ute ever before the supreme court, was 
today upheld as constitutional by an 
equally divided court. 
Similar com- 
pulsory laws of Washington, Colorado, 
"Wisconsin, California, Utah, Minnesota 
lind Ohio were likewise sustained. 


The court also upheld as constitu- 
tional the Oregon law limiting labor 
tof men in mills, factories and manu- 
facturing establishments to ten hours 
a day, permitting thirteen hours labor 
it paid time and a half for overtime. 
It was the first general state labor law 
ever before the supreme court.

Above the door of the .John Evans 
business block on East Berry street 
floats the larga banner, blood red and 
snow white, of the Red Cross society. 


In the large room marked by the 
vivid red cross a busy band of women 
are working. 
They are sewing cease- 
lessly eight hours each day imder the 
direction of Miss Mary Johnson, ex- 
pert Red Cross nurse from Chicago. 
They are learning to make hospital 
accessories and to be able to instruct 
others in the same kind of work. They 
are preparing to lessen suffering in 
cases of the natural catastrophes of 
peace and to care for the wounded in 
the war just ahead. 


Miss Johnson, who was one of the 
first Avomen to offer her services as a 
national Red Cross nurse, admits that 
the war calling will probably be the 
e-"itest work of the Red Cross so- 
ciety.

steps to destroy her. 
The British fleet 
knew this and so did those in command 
of the 8t. Louis before she wa« far into 
the zone. Running at full speed during 
the night oflf the coast of Ireland, with 
its submarine infested waters, still in 
the distance the "S. O. S." calls of ships 
in distress came to the watchful wireless 
operator of the St. Louis. The St. Louis 
arrived off the bar of the Mersey before 
dawn. There was no pilot boat at hand 
and the liner was compelled to steam 
outside the bar, where it was known a 
German submarine had been working the 
night before, until driven away by patrol 
boats.

Perhaps you may recall the old adage, 
"Tend to Your Knitting." 
It's one of 
those old trite, but true, sayings that have

Trapshooting demands concentration— 
earnest concentration. To be a good trap- 
shootor yoü must think of only one thing. 
You must devote all your mind and all 
your energy on the one task at hand—i. e., 
the smashing of the target, not only with 
one target but with e very consecutive 
target at which you shoot. 


Above everything always remember to 
pay absolutely no attention to what your 
fellow shooters are doing.

single miss has led to several and has 
spoiled what might have been a perfectly 
good squad score just because some mem- 
ber of the squad temporarily forgot and 
dii-ected his attention to something other 
than the work at hand. 


Don't get ilu.stered—keep cool: is an- 
other sound piece of advice for the trap- 
shooting novice. And don't try too hard. 
Quite frequently an unseasoned beginner 
will start out with a record of breaking 
a half dozen or more targets straight—and 
then he will "go all to pieces"—will 
simply be unable to hit a target for the 
balance of the trial. 


The cause for this may be generally 
attributed to the elation of success and 
the firm resolve that he I.s not going to 
miss a single target. 
The result is that 
he gets keyed up to mich an urmatural 
pitch in his effort to make sure of getting 
his target, he tries too hard, and his 
riower to aim accurately gets slower and 
slower until the deed is done and ho 
mis.se.s. 


Then it's practically all off, and unless 
the shooter collects his wits—"pulls him- 
self together"—and shoots more quickly 
the chances are certain that the final 
score credited to him will be far lower 
than It might have been considering the 
good start he had made. 


Watch keenly for your target 
every 
time, and when it comes into sight go 
after it and get it as quickly as you can. 
Also here are a few important hints rela- 
tive to the handling of a gun that may not 
be amiss here even if they are somewhat 
ancient. 


.N'ever point a gun at anybody whether 
you know the gun is empty or not. It 
may not be; and remember the didn't- 
know-it-was-loaded 
excuse 
is by no 
means 
satisfactory. 
Some 
time 
some 
friend ma.v ask you to put his gun to your 
shoulder and see how well it fits, etc. If 
this happens, open the gun and make sure 
that it is harmless. 
Even if your friend 
has told you that it is not loaded, he will 
approve and appreciate your extra care. 


Never put a shell into your gun except 
when you arc at the score and ready to 
shoot. If by any chance the trap breaks 
down and there is a delay in the shooting 
open your gun and take out the shell. 


Never on club grounds or where there 
are other people about place a loaded gun 
on your shoulder or let It rest in the hol- 
low of your arm, even if the hammer is at 
"half cock" or "the safety up." You may 
think the gun "safe," but aside from the 
probable danger incurred consider the 
feelings of the people near you. It is de- 
cidedly uncomfortable for either spectat- 
or.s or shooters to have the gun muzzle 
pointing in their direction.

From the time that he entered 


President Cleveland's 'cabinet as attor- 
ney general, the coming secretary of 
state two years later, no man had been 
sought out more consistently by news- 
paper men for his opinion on current 
events and none probably furnished 
the reporters with less "copy." Al- 
ways kindly and courteous" in private, 
he had an aversion for newspaper no- 
toriety and it was. very rarely that he 
would permit himself to be quoted in 
the press.

Richard Olney served successively as

won high distinction in his profession 
and became an authority on matters 
of probate, trust and coporatlon law. 
His sole appearance in public office be- 
fore going to Washington was in 1875, 
when he served one term in the Massa- 
chusetts house of representatives. 


When, in 1904, he. permitted the 


presentation of his name at the demo- 
cratic-national convention as a candi- 
date for the presidential nomination, 
he received 38 votes, including the 
solid support of the Massachusetts 
delegation. 
President Wilson urged 


him to accept the appointment as am- 
bassador to Great Britain and later of- 
fered him the position of governor of 
the federal reserve board, but In each 
instance Mr. Olney declined. 


His public utterances always com- 


manded thoughtful attention and at- 
tracted widespread comment. Long 
after his retirement from his compara- 
tively brief career in public office, Mr. 
Olney's counsels were eagerly sought 
by members of-the democratic party.

Throughtont the world the people of America have the repute 


of'a nation of wasters. The extent to which wo arc wanting in the 
practice of the commonest of domestic economies has long been the 
subject of the amazed comment of European observers of American 
life. This indictment of our habits of wasting is unfortunately too 
am 
e* 
true. We cannot deny it. The edible food that goes from the Ameri- 
ca^ table to the American garbage can would almost feed hungry 
Europe today. 


- We have come now upon events that are to teach us the virtue of 


saving—the stern necessity of economy. With tho nation entering 
upon war, we are confronted with the most calimitous prospect of 
poor crops the people of this country ever havo favcd. 
Already 


there is a shortage of food in this land that never has known any- 
thing but riotous abundance. The agricultural department's forecast 
of.-the winter wheat crop predict's a shortage of fifty millions of 
bushels below last year's subnormal crop. That itself would bo a 
gloomy outlook if this country were at peace and had only itself to 
take care of. But upon America now falls responsibility for assist- 
ing the nations upon whose side she fights in the war. Without food 
for ourselves and them the war must ineviltably issue in disaster. 


Twin duties devolve upon the people of America. They must 


save food and they must raise food. It is not in human power to 
make the winter wheat crop larger than nature has decreed it shall 
be. Natural conditions during the winter just passed vetoed tho 
effort of American farmers to produce a great crop by a greater 
acreage. We must supplement the wheat with other 
foodstuffs. 


Every farmer can give more acreage and better attention to other 
food crops: Every town and city dweller who has a yard large 
enough to afford a plot for the cultivation of vegetables can produce 
something that will help. None should fail "to do his bit" in this 
way. Millions of home gardens will mean a vast aggregate of food- 
stuffs to add to the customary production upon which we depend. 


Every housewife in the land can also "do her bit," and more by 


setting herself to the task of rigid economy. Make an end of extrava- 
gance on the table. That will conserve both supplies and health. 
Make an end of waste in the kitchen. That will show results at once 
in tbe domestic pocketbook. Of plain food there will be plenty for 
all if extravagance and waste are made an end of. 


Everybody in the land owes the readiest and heartiest co-opera- 


tion with the nation-wide movement to conserve food supplies. It 
has become as clearly a duty of patriotism to aid the nation in this 
way as to uphold the nation with the strength of arms.

Democracy Js based on Universal 


Service. 


Imposition of a foreign will, then we 
must bollevo likewise In "a citizenry 
trained and accustomed to arms." But 
"citizenry" docs not mean only Jack 
and Davo and Isldor. "Citizenry1 
moans everybody. And since there ar< 
slackers oven In the U. S. A. thai 
moans a friendly, but resolute "You 
must." It means universal military 
service, compulsory on all who" are 
physically fit to be their country's de- 
fenders. 


"What kind of service is demanded of 


men and women who live under demo- 
cratic institutions? In time of poaco, 
democracy demands on the part of 
•ach Individual an intelligent Interest 
n civic ami national affairs and a, con- 
iclcntlous attention to tho conduct of 
.ho people's representatives who con- 
stitute tho government; it demands 
knowledge on conditions, understand- 
ng of the nation's institutions, and pa- 
triotic devotion in the conservation of 
those Institutions. It demands those 
qualities not merely of our hlgh-mlnd- 
od and hlgh-splrltod men and women 
who volunteer to protect democracy 
from foes within, but of all! Inasmuch 
as only a. few respond to this demand, 
nasmuch as the majority remain sel- 
fish and uninformed slackers, democ- 
racy again and again goes down to de- 
feat before special privilege and cor- 
rupt politicians. In peace, democracy, 
to be even remotely successful, de- 
mands universal service In citizenship. 
A wise nation demands more. It de- 
mands universal training and service 
In citizenship. 


A democracy that is a true democ- 
racy self-respecting, vigorous and 
pledged to high principles, will, at 
times, inevitably nnd Itself in a posi- 
tion in regard to a foreign nation when 
It must either fight or lose Its self- 
respect. Now and again, as at tho 
present hour, the nation's very exist- 
ence fts a democracy may be threat- 
ened. Democracy has Its foes within 
and Its foes without. 
Democracy 


meets and defeats its foes from within 
by means of an alert and conscien- 
tious army of citizens whoso weapons 
arc the tongue, the pen and the ballot. 
Democracy meets and defeats its foes 


against n. foreign power. In the result 
likely to bo different if we depend only 
on tho high-spirited but untrafncd few 
who volunteer? 
In the centuries preceding the Amer- 


ican Revolution, kings and nobles con- 
trolled the government of most of the 
nations of tho world. Tho people 
themselves had very little to say. Tho 
nation was, more or loss, tho king's 
proservo, and tho army was his private 
property, bought and paid for. Wo 
havo gono beyond that notion of gov- 
ernment and wo havo gone beyond 
that notion of an army. Wo have very 
tow pleasant things to say about tho 
Hessians, for Instance, and George tho 
Third's Britishers do not shino any the 
brighter for having bought some ship- 
loads of unhappy German boys to do 
their fighting for them. In our hearts, 
we know, though in our minds we may 
not admit, that If government shall bo 
by all the people, then the defense of 
government must be by all the people 
likewise. 
In a democracy, Jnglc and consist- 


ency demand universal military ser- 
vice. 
Intelligence, prudence and a 


study of the experience not only of our 
own nation, but of all other nations 
which have been forced to plunge into 
war unprepared, demand,~furthermore, 
that that service be preceded by thor- 
ough training in time of peace. An 
untrained eoldler under modern con- 
ditions of war, is nothing more usefu 
than a carnivorous target, and he iff" 
less expensive dead than alive. 


The logic Is clear: If wo believe in 


democracy. If we believe In govern- 
ment by the people and believe suffi- 
ciently in government by the people 
to be willing to flght for it against the 


The nation calls for enlistments. The young men of Americ; 


are needed in their country's service. It no longer makes a differ 
cnce in what wise you have viewed war. We are at war. There i 
but the one duty for all. America must be asserted. The governmen 
must be upheld. Some can do it in one way and some in another. Th 
young, strong and able-bodied are needed in the defensive arms o 
the government. The navy needs men, the army needs men, the ma 
rine corps needs men, the state guards need men. There are specia 
branches of the service—the signal corps, the aviation corps, the 
medical corps, the ambulance corps—that equally need men. 


There is some place where every able-bodied man can serve. 


Just now the fighting branches of tho service are most in need of men. 
Fort Wayne has done well, is doing well, in the matter of enlistments. 
But much better may be done and ought to be done. 


The nation's call to her strong young men should evoke a prompt 


and sufficient response. Decide what branch of service you believe 
you would like most, hunt np the recruiting office and enlist. 


Flags don't fight, bnt they show that behind them is someone 


who is ready to fight. Put out the flags.

Fetrograd, April 8.—(Via London, 


April 9-)—Premier Lyoft commenting 
on America's entrance into the war to 
a correspondent 
of the Associated 


Press, termed it an event whose im- 
portance it was impossible to exagger- 
ate. News of the final action of con- 
gress reached Petrograd last midnight 
In a telegram to the American embassy 
and was formally communicated to the 
foreign office and the entente embas- 
sies today by Ambassador Francis. 


As far as the Russian public is con- 


corned American has been regarded as 
having declared 
war a week ago. 


President Wilson's address was ac- 
cepted as equivalent to a declaration 
of war and was so interpreted and 
commented upon by the newspapers. 
The day by day congressional develop- 
ments were treated as a further ratifi- 
cation of an accomplished fact and 
BO the final announcement came as an 
nntl-climax. There has been no dem- 
onstration of any sort in connection 
•with the action of America with the 
exception of a visit paid to the various 
embassies of the allied powers, includ- 
ing the American, by a small detach- 
ment of Cossacks.

Premier Lyoft received the Associ- 


ated Press correspondent while waiting 
lor the convening of the council ot 
ministers and asked him to transmit 
the following message to tho American 
people: "Tho news of the entry of tho 
United States Into tho war. In defense 
of principles common to all frco peo- 
ples, was received by me personally 
nrirt by the Russian nation with tho 
llvlicst satisfaction, pride and hope.

It Is Impossible to exaggerate Us im- 
portance, either from the military or 
political standpoint.

The statement also urges that every

instrumentalities now In existence be 
used to secure general and constant 
vigilance in detecting and thwarting 
hostile and unfriendly acts. 
In the 


message there is also expressed a cau- 
tion that no unnecessary arrests be 
made or that the foreign element be 
stirred to believe that unfair treatment 
would be accorded them because they 
are of foreign extraction.

Washington, April 9.—Oregon's law 


•fixing minimum wages for women, the 
Brst compulsory minimum wage stat- 
ute ever before the supreme court, was 
today upheld as constitutional by an 
equally divided court.

Washington, April 9.—A Joint reso- 


lution for congressional joint commit- 
tee on the conduct- of tho war was 
Introduced .simultaneously today by 
Senator Weeks, of Massachusetts, and 
Representative Madden, of Illinois, 
both republicans. 


The committed willbe composed of 


six members of the senate, including 
four democrats and two republicans. 


The resolution provides that the 


committee shall be known as the joint 
committee on the conduct of the war 
and shall sit during the- sessions or 
recess of congress, shall make a spe- 
cial study of the problems arising out 
of the war, shall confer and advise 
with the president of the United States 
and the heads of the various execu- 
tive departments, and shall report to 
congress from time to time in its own 
discretion or when requested to do so 
by cither branch of congress. 
The 


committee would be clothed with tho 
widest powers of investigation, com- 
pelling testimony under oath. 


Washington, April fl—Determining im- 


portant questions regarding control by 
patentees of retail prices of their prod- 
ucts, the supreme court today pronounced 
unlawful the limited license plan on 
which the Victor talking machine com- 
pa.ny and many other products are dis- 
tributed. 


In another similar patent infringement 


suit of the Motion Picture Patents com- 
pany against the Universal Film com- 
pany and others, tTir. court held invalid 
the restrictions of tlift patents company 
upon use of competitors' films in its pro- 
jecting machine?. 


The court hold that patent grants for 


machines give others the right to UHO 
them, siilvjoct to the patent right, with 
"any appropriate material or supplies." 
This overturns tho court's decision in the 
' Dick Mimeograph case. 


New York, April 9.—Running safely 


through the dangers of the German sub- 
marine blockade of Great Britain, and 
without sighting a periscope either on 
the outward or homeward journey, the 
American mail and passenger liner St. 
Louis arrived at her home dock today. 


Xow that tho American ship has com- 


pleted her memorable voyage, it is pos- 
sihle to tell, how good luck probably 
saved her from destruction. There ap- 
pears no doubt that the 
German ad- 


miralty knew of her departure and took 
stops to destroy her. The British fleet 
knew this and so did those in command 
of the St. Ixmis before she was far into 
the zone. 31unning at full speed during 
the night off the coast of Ireland, with 
its submarine infested waters, still in 
the distance the "S. 0. S." calls of ships 
in distress came to the watchful wireless 
operator of the St. Louis. The St. Louis 
arrived off the bar of the Mersey before 
dawn. There was no pilot boat at hand 
and the liner was compelled to steam 
outside the bar, where it was known a 
German submarine had been working the 
night before, until driven away by patrol 
boats. During this time a neutral 
steamer attempted to go to sea. 
Shn 


was caught dropping mines inside the 
bar, eighty of them being strewn about, 
it was reported. A patrol boat picked 
up or destroyed all but two of these. 


The St. Louis crossed the hfir and went 


up the narrow channel about 10 o'clock 
in tho morning. About an hour later the 
British steamer 'Kelvin had crossed th<; 
bar and struck one of the lost mines and 
sank. The St. Louis could not have 
missed this mine by more than twenty 
feet. How she escaped destruction was 
a mystery to the British officers, and tho 
amnzed Americans were congratulated 
when they reached their dock.

of the war department explain its plan 
for raising an army. The house is also 
expected to agree promptly to a sen- 
ate amendment to tho general defi- 
during the week Include the espionage 
emergency war fund of $100.000,000. 


The senate was expected to begin 


consideration today of tho army bill 
carrying 
$270,000,000 
which was 


passed by the house at tho last session. 
Other measures which will probably 
be taken up in their order are the mil- 
itary, academy and civil sundry sup- 
plies.

Rev. Masters Delivers Sermon on tho 


War Question.

When a nation allows 
another country to disregard its rights 
in order to save a sum of money and 
when men fall to offer themselves In 
one way or another to tho service of 
their country in such a crisis, the na- 
tion and Its people are doomed to the 
contempt of all nations. Rev. Master 
also pointed out that si failure on the 
part of this country to protect its rights 
would be a blow to democracy.
